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EXERCISING FRANCHISE. 
As we understai.d that the ques 
tion ofthe incorporation of our set- 
tlemest is shortly to be decided by 
a vote of the people, and know that 
the election of various school dis- 
tricts qill soon be settled by the 
same precess, and furthermore that 
at no distant date the electors will 
be called upon to exercise their right 
of franchise in the selection of a 
candidate to represent them in the 
North West Council, the time seems 
fitto offer for the consideration of 
the public a few remarks upon the 
subject of voting in general, and to 
recall some priaciples which, while 
admitted by all, are far too often for- 
gotten when theory comes to be re- 
duced to practice. When we re- 
member that the right to decide 
what concerns our social and politi- 
cal institutions by the vote of the 
people is the essence of our consti- 
tutional government, of which we 
are all justly proud, that it is the 
one safeguard of our freedom and 
our rights as citizens, that by it we 
enjoy the dearly cherished privilege 
of liberty of conscience as well as of 
action, and lastly at what a cost our 
ancestors, whe did net hesitate in 
such a noble cause to shed their 
blood, have handed down to us this 
grand inheritance, it seems all but 
inconceivable that men are to be 
found who can make use of it for 
any but its rational purposes, and 
can be found influenced in its use 
by the miserable inducement of 
venting petty spite or if possible the 
more despicable allurement of sordid 
gain. The one question which 
should be before the mind of any 
honest man who intends to vote for 
or against a particular measure or 
candidate is whether the one is for 
the best interests of the people or the 
other having those interests at heart, 
possesses the qualifications best 
fitted to carry his hones: desires in 
to effect. We have little hesitation 
in asserting that with regard to poli- 
tics the best men are by no means 
generally returned as their represen 
tatives by the people, aad it is aot

limitations. This is, no doubt, very 
ingenious, but for all that it is a sort 
of “smartness” which we do not 
admire. With regard to the other 
clauses which exempt certain things 
from seizure for debt we can express 
more sympathy, always bearing in 
mind that it only applies to debts 
contracted after the passing of the 
ordinance, when creditors exactly 
know their position and risk in giv- 
ing credit. That this increase of 
exemption cannot be popular with 
those doing business on such a scale 
and in such a way as to induce 
them, in order to keep up a circula- 
tion in their business, to give and 
even press upon the public a credit 
up to what they believe can be re- 
covered by law, may be easily be- 
lieved, but we see no reason to 
change our alreadyexpressed opinion 
that giving a fair start to debtor and 
creditor alike, the tendency of legis- 
lation should be, instead of facilita- 
ting the recovery of debt, to disceur- 
age the often ill-advised and pernici. 
ous offering of credit. Those who 
differ in this respect from our opini- 
on rest their objection mainly on 
the fact that few farmers posses more 
than is now exempt from seizure, 
and consequently their credit is de- 
stroyed. All we need say in answer 
to this is, that if true, men so cir. 
cumstanced whatever may be the 
temporary inconvenience, are better 
without a credit which is to end by 
depriving them of what is necessary 
in order to follow their occupation 
inlife,and that present inconvenience 
is better than mental ruin. If it be 
urged that this sort of legislation is 
cbjectionable as savering of the pa- 
rental, we would submit that if a 
man requires what will have to be 
paid for with what is now exempted, 
he is at perfect liberty todo se by 
selling such things at Once and mak 
ing his purchases, which is far better 
than having them ultimately seld 
and probably when he is not only in 
no position to make the best bargain 
for himself, but has interest and court 
expenses added to the original debt.

The vulgar desire to exercise power, 
to increase the importance of one's 


better one's circumstances and be 
the repository of patronage, qill not 
influence the best men to come be 
fore the public. Can a man of the 
right stamp and qith the true ring, 
reconcile it to his self respect or take 
any pride in appearing before the 
world as enjoying the. esteem and 
confidence of a bedy of electors 
when in his own mind he knows 
that any of these were begged and 
implored as a favor, or worse yet 
bought over with a bribe, to express 
their favorable opinion of himself? 
What is the meaning of all our can- 
vassing, but that the voters require 
to be begged to do what is for their 
own interests, or insulted by a threat 
or bribe into acting against their 
own consciences. If a man is 
known to be an honest one, to have 
experience of what is best for the in- 
terests of the electors, tc have a 
mind capable of thinking and of 
judging, and to have what is in 
addition to these qualifications quite 
as necessary to any representative 
in a house of debate, the mental 
quickness which makes him rapidly 
follow out at a moment’s notice the 
logical conclusion of assertions, and 
the coolness to express such result of 
thought upon the spot, and at other 
times to defend nis opinions with 
his pen as well as with tongue, then 
to secure the services of such a man 


effort for their own sakes, and may 
feel sure that he will not go around 
begging them to accept his services 
as afaver done to himself, instead 
of to them. The man who pos 
sesses these rare qualifications or 
who most nearly approaches to the 
standard will not fail to appreciate 
the honor done him by his fellew- 
men who elect him of their own 
spontaneous action, but he will have 
more manly pride and self-respect 
than to thrust himself upon the peo- 
ple, and the voters should regard 
with special mistrust the man who 
not only does this once, but pro 
ceeds to do it again in spite of a re- 
corded verdict against himself. 
They say experience teaches even 
fools, but some fools seem to require 
a repeated dose of the medicine.
